Hikes greet sfudenfs

University officials have announced winter 
tuition fees wi!' be due Dec, 3-7, a full month 
before classes oegin that quarter. 

In a letter sent to students a week ago. 
Director of Record and Registration Dr. Hilda 
£. Tiiuiey announced the new pohcy which 
would* in effect, make students pay tuition 
tevenl weeks befoie tlie first day of classes 
each quarter. 

Timiey said that with the inception of 
computer-assisted registration in the winter the 
new policy will come into effect. 

The university's tuition policy to date is to 
let students pay tuition fees through the first 
week of classes without penalty. 

According to Tinney, academic advisement 
for winter quarter will run October 2-26. 
IXiring this period students will seek an advisor 
who wiD help the student fill out a computCT 
sheet indicatiag daiB prefereaoes and any 
necessary free time. 

During the period of Dec. 3-7, students must 
pay their tuition at a designated time and pick 
up their computer-assisted class schedules. 



Failure to pay at the assigned time wffl caned 

the assigned schedule. 

A make-up and late registration will be held 
January 3-7. During this period students may 
register, but will be penalized $25 for 
registering late. 

**We expect that 90 per cent of aH students 
wfll get the classes they request," said Tiimey in 
a Flambeau interview. By holding academic 
advisement early, die said, "the departments 
will be able to obtain specific 'demand' 
information on each course section and will be 
able to meet student demands which were not 
anticipated.'* 

A sampling of student opinion found that 
many students are opposed to the tuition 
deadline being moved up. **I usually work over 
the (Christmas) holidays and earn my winter 
tuition then. I don't know where Vm going to 
get the money now,** was one student's 
reaction to the pohcy change. 

But while students almost uniformly 
expressed disenchantment with the new tuition 
deadline, many said they were not saddened 
with the announced death of the time 
consuimng Tully Gym registration.

Soaring prices, both in the university and the 
Taihhassee conunuoity at huge, are pmimg 
retuniing students this week. 

The reasons for the wide range of increases 
are as many as they are complex, but the result 
is so exact that it cannot be ignored-your 
money won't be going as far this year as it did 
last. Of this fact, there are man\ examples: 

• Union officials are seriously considering 
the ten-cent fee at the student check-cashing 
service.

The ituaeat depodtary hat moved to the 
pound floor of the IMon ivfaeie Ae ticket 
office med to be. Uiioii ofBdeit tey the office 
was moved because it is more accessible in the 
Union and security is better. The name has also 
been changed to "check cashing service,'* as the 
office has not handled deposits for some time. 

Taking the depository's old home will be the 
quick copy facility of Office Services. Primarily 
for student use, it will have two coin operated 
Xerox machines and ofiaet pfemet.

tuition fees, which previously had not come 
due until the end of the fu^st week of classes, 
will be due Dec. 7, (See story this page.) 

• The cost for installation of a telephone is 
now approaching $50 in the Tallahassee area. 
The majority of the cost is for the kbor 
performed durii^ the instaBation, with a 
deposit also included. A considerable waiting 
line must also be navigated befoie jnttallation is 
complete. 

• The Office of Off-Campus Housing reports 
that the cost of renting an apartment near 
campus has risen only slightly, "much as it 
always does.** 

nrhe large number of apartment houses 
springing up around campus Is what is keeping 
the prices reasonable,** said Marvin SumraU of 
Off-Campus Housing. **I would say the average 
increase in the price of an apartment hat ilwn 
in the neighborhood of three to five percent.** 

But rent may not t>e the largest concern for 
the apartment-dweller. Sumrall said that utility 
rates are sky-rocketing to a point where Leon 
County now ranks as eighth highest in the 
nation. Hikes being considered in the near 
future include 77 per cent for sewage, 15 per 
cent for pa and S per oaA for electricity. 

&unaD said, however, that tfM low property 
taxea hi TaBrittsaee aafce for the mwanally 
high utflity pikes. 

These are, by no means, all the increaaes 
students can expect this quarter. Everywhere 
from the supermarket to the gas station, 
students can plan on paying more than they did 
last year. And things don't look that much 
bij|^Mar hi the future, either.

somewhat limited to the 
upper-middle class because of 

operating costs. It is unique as 
a school - student and teacher 
are equals, all school policy 
decisions are made in general 
meetings, and only certain 
safety precautions are imposed 
on the kids by the headmaster. 

Pat Seery, the founder of 
the free school in Tallahassee, 
has spent coosidenMe time at 
Summerhill w^ he was in 
England. 

He also observed the few 
other radical private schools 
that have also been in 
operation there. Already 
approaching its third school 
year, Seery believes there are 
many reasons why 
TaUatesBee*s school wfll 
contiBua po wi ng . The sdwol 



benefits from the intellectual 
curiosity of the university, 
Seery says, and classes in 
psychology, education, and 
home and family life have 
participated in the functioning 
of theschooL 

The Grass Roots Free 
School is similar to Summerhill 
in many theoretical respects, 
Seery says. On a definitive 
level, Seery says, "it 
encourages self-regulation on 
the individual level and 
self-government on the 
community level. It*s an equal 
r^ts learning environment. I 
guess that*s a good way to 
categorize what free schools 
are all about. Most free schools 
are probably quite eclectic in 
their approach to education, 
but if we have any central 
orientation it s SummerhiUian, 
simply because that*s where 
most of my exposure lies.** 

General decision-malDBig 
mseting^ are caDed pow-wows. 
The discipline policy is quite 
simpis - you can do whatever 
you want as long as it*s not 
hurting or bothering 
somebody, be they teacher or 
student. Any further objection 
that cannot be settled privately 
is decided at a pow-wow. 

dMses are offined on a 
Rfttlar bmis, but atteadaM ii

Flambeou emerging 

One year has passed since the University mandated 
that the F lainbeau become a rinancially autonomous 
pubhcation. 

The first year of independence was a traumatic one. 
The paper shrank in the number of pages printed daily 
It wa^ often overloaded with advertising and suffered 
from an unusual number of typographical 
errors. Ikcausc the paper was abruptly thrown into 
independence with almost no planning, tlie quality of 
the publication was hurt sorely. This issue, then, is a 
celebration of our first year of independence from the 
nest of the university. Our first year was one of survival; 
this one, we hope, will be one of quality and 
professionalism. 

You will note a great many changes and innovations 
with this issue. Most noticeable is our new "squattier" 
size: we have become a true tabloid. 

Other changes include better printing and 
typographical operations. Our printer, unlike years past, 
is located in Tallahassee. The Flambeau now typesets all 
its own copy by renting university equipment. In the 
immediate past, both processes were done 18 miles 
away. Now, with both operations done in Tallahassee, 
we will have better control over our product. 

Keeping in line with this theme of professional 
journalism, the Flambeau has hired a journalist to advise 
the Flambeau news editors and writers. He will also 
teach a ofedit course in journalistic writing through the 
school year. 

Other changes have come about including an almost 
total turnover in the news and advertising departments. 

In short, we see this as a hallmark for the 
independent Florida Flambeau. With the continued 
support of the conununity and university, we are sure it 
will be.

599-4049, or leave 
their name and number at the 
Center. 212 Mabry Heiglits. 

•All volunteers, after training, 
will work out of their own 
homes, receiving calls 
forwarded to them by the FSU 
Telephone Counseling Service 
(599-2202). WhUe most calls 
will probably involve only 
telephone counseling, 
volunteers will also be prepared 
to accompany a woman who 
has )ust been raped to the 
hospital, police station or 
anywhere else she wants or 
needs to go. 

The service will have 
informaticMi availaUe on cost 
and type of hospital service for 
victims; what to expect from 
the police and courts if the 
victim wants to press charges: 
the "morning after pill." and 
other information needed by a 
rape victim. 

Although not in operation 
this suiimier because of a lack 
of volunteers and the need for 
carefiil organization before full 



operation begins, Kapn.' ( risis 
Service assisted one woman 
who was raped in July. Two 
volunteen accompanied the 
woman from the hospiul to 
the police station and ithen 
home, staying with her more 
than five hours. They provided 
clothes (her own were held as 
evidence) and transportation. 
The woman has since helped 
press charges against the rapist, 
who was arrested. 

Rape crisis services (or 
centers) are now operating in 
cities around the country, 
including Los Angeles, Detroit, 



Washington D ( and Chapel 
Hill, N.C. Servucs ditter. but 
most offer at least telephone 
counseling and a "rape patrol" 
of the streeu was tried in LA. 

The TaUahaaee Rape Crisis 
Service hopes to enlarge its 
propam to inchide talks to 
women's groups, political 
activism, anti-rape posters and 
bumper stickers and media 
publicity about rape. 

A selt-delense course, tauglit 
by Judy Nalon, is available 
througli the Center for 
Participant Education, and 
Rape Crisis Service volunteers 



urge women to team more 

about self defense. Fear of 
rape, particularly at tor a rash 
ot rapes in Tallahassee this 
summer, can immobiii/e a 
woman after dark unless she is 
prepared to deal with a 
potential amult. 

•^e're on the victim's side,'* 
one service volunteer 
explained. **We aee our 
function as giving support and 
advice and helping to overcome 
the woman's sense of 
self- blame. Her anger should be 
toward the rapist, not toward 
herself.'* 



The service's main emphasis, 
the volunteer added, will be on 
helping the victim. not 
prosecuting or persecuting 
rapists. The woman's needs, 
not any political position on 
rape, will come fint.

The trouble with 
games are that they require the players to attempt to "pull the 
wii>l" over the eyes of the other participants. These activities are 
spoken of as "cons." 

The thing that makes what I call a godgame different from 
otheis a that the competition of the person on an **ego trip'* is 
reatty a fictionalized other. There if 00 one else playing the game.

The publication was not a 
complete college yearbook, but 
rather a "picture book** for bst 
year's Seniors. The book was 
composed of 20-30 pages of 
pictures taken around the 
campus, along with pictures of 
the Seniors who participated in 
Ae yearbook publication. A 
total of 400-500 books were 
ordered. 

Tunnicliff said no plans are 
being made to publish «ootfaer 
yearbook, since very little 
profit was made from the 1973 
book.

The free school will take 
kids between the ages of 5 and 
1 1 .

Monetarily, the school is 
not free. Seery says, however, 
that it is about as fair as he can 
make it. Cost per child is 
dependent on a sliding scale, 
basically 6% of the total family 
income after taxes. The parents 
of the children are greatly 
encouraged to take an active 
role in the financial situation 



of the school. 

Perhaps the biggest current 
problem for the school is that 
they have to move out of the 
resiilenoe they now occupy in 
three months. The free school

Getting the Pill at Health Center

New students seeking 
information on contraceptives 
siiould take note of the service* 
offered at the University 
Health Center. 

The Gynecology Qinic 
treats an average of 300 
women a week. According to 
Dr. Robert C . Hunter, moit of 
these seek informalion on birth 
control. 

In order to obtain 
contraceptives, women need 
only make an appointment for 
an examination in gynecok>gy 
on ihe fourth floor. The 
examination includes a breast 
examination, pap smear, 
culture for gonorrhea, and a 
smear for organisms that migtit 
cause infections. The entire 
examination takes from five to 
ten minutes and is performed 
by specially traiiwd mtne 
practitionets. 

There ii ,virtiiaUy no age 
requirement at the clinic. 
Hunter said that the passing of 
the 18 year-old majority rights 
bill has not changed Health 
Center policies. "Most all 
students now qualify as being a 
majo'' rather than a minor. 



Those under 18 are covered by 
a previous law, the 
Comprehensive Family 
PUnning Act that pased July 
1, 1972.*' HM^r explained. 
This act "^tervices may be 
rendered to a iwnor . . . if they 
may suffer, in the opinion of 
the physician, probably health 
hazards if such services are not 
provided." This covers most 
cases. 

Any student or dependent 
of a student over age 12 is 
eligible for treatnenC. 

Types of contraceptives 
available are birth control piUs, 
''morning after** pills, 
diaphragms, and condoms. 

The pill is the most common 
and the most important 
contraceptive, according to 
Hunter. The effectiveness, as 
descnbed by him, is "one-tenth 
per 100 woman years of 
exposure." In other words, if 
1000 women were fathered for 
onie year on the pai,one wotdd 
be impregnated. The pil can be 
obtained by making an 
appointment for examination 
in gyneccdogy, fourth floor. 

An alternative to the pill is 
the diaphragm. This also 
requires an examination by 
appointment. 



The "mornmg after" pill, or 
DtsS, is a synthetic female 
horflMMie wkicb is given in large 
doses. The patient is given 25 
mg. twice daily for five days. 
According to Hunter, it is 100 
per cent effective if taken 
within 48 hours. It must not, 
however, be taken if the 
individual is pregnant. 

Disadvantages of the pill 
include nausea, vomiting and 
the side effects of the regular 
pill to a greater extent. Hunter 
said about a half a dozen 
women request the pill each 
day. However, he said, if an 
individud comes in several 
times for this pill, she is 
advised to begin using 
contraceptives. The **moming 
after** pill can be obtained 
anytime in the niuses dinic, 
first floor. 

The only type of male 
contraceptive available is the 
condom which can be obtained 



without prescriptiott at tkne 
ptmwaaey. 
Haam added, **Theie are 

other methods that we do not 
use. Various foams and jellies 
have an effectiveness so low 
thai we do not recommend 
them. We do not insert 
interuterine devices. 

Most of the costs of the 
services is covered by the 
student health fee. This is 
included in tuition, S16.9S per 
student. Plart-tinK students or 
dependents over age 12 are 
eligible for care with the 
option of paying fee for 
services or the health fee. 

There is a charge for some 
services. The pap smear, as well 
as other lab tests that must be 
sent to another lab, costs $4. 

Charges for pharmaceutical 
items is at wholesale cost. A 
month's supply of typical 
contraceptive piUs costs $US, 
the **niommg after** pills cost 
$1.25.

Ijr atAr Wnee Ammmmm, 

As you*ve no doubt been 
told, hotplates are verboten in 

dorm rooms, but reliable 
sources have informed us that 
this rule is often circumvented 
by students disguising their 
hotplates as q>eaker cabinets, 
tekvitioo sets and minature 
refrigerators. 

Little eqiupmrat is 
required: a saucepan and a 
^Kx>n. A clean, well sharpened 
pencil has been found to be a 
perfectly acceptable substitute 
for the much touted "fork." 

The saucepan serves as its 
own plate and bowl, thereby 
redudng the number of dishes 
to be washed. This clever bit of 
housekeeping nt^ only 
conserves precious time and 
water, it lowers the amount of 
deadly soap being infused into 
our nation's waterways. 

Those too squeamish or 
sickly to sip their hot tea out 
of a saucepan may wish to 
acquire a cup. 



To avoid slating the 
obvious, we will skip a 
description of the simple 
one -can meals, and proceed 
directly to the more diflicuit 
multi-course dinners, 
concluding with a few helpful 
hints to advmoed prKtitioners 
on the preparation of group 
l»nquets. 

Of primary importance is 
the amount of liquid in the pan. 
Never must enough water be 
allowed to boil off so that the 
food at the bottom of the pan 
scorches. While broths and 
soups can be treated fiiirly 
lackidaitically in ttm matter, 
stews and hashes must be 
watched with the eyes of a 
chickenhawk and stirred often. 

The most difficult to 
master of all hotplate 
techniques is that of draining 
noodles without a colander. 
(Most dormitory chefs sneer at 
the gauche practice of 
punching holes in the bottom 
of a coffee can with a Bic pen 
and using that as a sort of 
sieve) Traditionally a plate or 
lid is held against the tilted 
saucepan until all the Uquid has 
drained. 

Novitiates to the craft will 
often find fully half of their 
noodles in the sink after this 
operation is concluded. A good 



exercise to improve this 
unportant skill is to practice 
draining boiling water fnrni a 
quart of M't. 

TUNA FISH CASSEROLE 
DELLA STUDENTE 
(senza refrigetator) 

Boil about four ounces of 
sea-shell noodles in salted 
water, dram but do not rinse; 
add to this one to six ^ cans of 
grated tuna fish, a ten ounce 
can of condensed atam of 
imialffoooi soup, a little water, 
a small can of LeSeur baby 
peas (optional). Stir some 
spices into this mess (for God's 

Slice don't forget the oregano), 
let cook until it's bubbling, 
sprinkle parsley flakes on top, 
and eat right from the pan. 
You won't regret it, I hope. 
BEEF STEW SIMPLISSIMUS 
Boil some washed but 
unpeeled potatoes -- the skin is 
very nutritious and tasty and 
besides, it's a hell of a lot easier 
to leave it on. If you want to 
get fancy you can cook some 

small whole peeled onions and 
carrots with the potatoes. 
When these are d(me, remove 
to a plate, or clean book and 
heat a caimed roast beef in the 
the same pan.

For the first lime since the 
fittioiiiJ *%ikt boom" hit FSL . 
Campiii Stcority officials wfll 
not be registertiig student 
iHcycies. 

**We never really did it 
before, either," said Terry 
Denham, whose Office of 
Traffic, Parking and 
Transportation includes the 
regulation of bicycles. "We 
were an outlet for the 
registration with the City of 
TaJlahanee. The dty stffl 
requires that your bike be 
registered, but we won't be 
involved directly. We wouldn't 
mind opening up again, but 
there dtKJsn't seem to be any 
demand." 

Which may be why the 
many bike thefts recorded on 
campus each year are again 
exp^ted. 

**Regittnition is reafly our 
major weapon against the bike 
tliief," Dcnham said. **We get a 
lot of bikes that are recovered 
each year and we'd love to get 
them back to their original 
owner, but we have no idea 
who he or she might be. If 
your bike has been registered 
once already, you won't have 
to get it done agun. But if 



youVe never had it done here 
before, pJeaie stop by the city 
offices." 

Denham added that there 
will be an official from 
downtown at Tially Gym 
throughout this week's 
registration to check hikes with 
the city. 

**You also need a good, 
sturdy chain on your bike at all 
times," Denham said. "Case 
hardened are much better than 
the ami^ dial types. A 
professional thief will ignore a 
chained bike to pick an 
unchained one." 

"The biggest problem we 
find ourselves looking at is that 
of people chaining their bikes 
m dangerous areas, like near 
exits and fire doors," Denham 
said. '*We've helped a little bit 
with the racks that have been 
put up, but not enough people 
arc using them.**

Optimism on the part of 
niversity officials is apparent, 
: ite the fact that the 
ng of Woodward Street 
nd lennessce Avenue has 
luninated close to 600 parking 
paces 

" We're counting on a lot of 
iiplo driving iheir cars as far 
( ainpbell Stadium and 
taking the bus from there,** 
>nhain said. **There is enough 



space at the stadium to make 
up for any kisses on Tennessee 
and Woodward.** 

The syttem is not scheduled 
fot completion until shortly 
before classes begin Sept. 24. 
Ivy Way in front of Bryan Hail 
is being converted from a 
one-way to a two-way street, 
primarily for the new bus 
route. Construction of a new 
dorm on the west end ot 
campus just off Palmetto Drive 
may also cause some 
temporary problems. 

The decal system should 
remain essentially the same as 
last year*s set-up. All 
automobiles frequenting the 
campus will need some type of 
authorization from campus 
police. Visitor's passes are 
available to those people who 
will be on campus only 
temporarily ~ parents, relatives 
or friends of students. Visitor's 
passes are free and can be 
picked up at the unh^ersity 
Division of Public Safety. 

A year-long "S" decal, 
permitting the holder to park 
in Campbell Stadium or at any 
mclered parking spaces on 
campus, come at a cost of $9. 
The "W" permits are $12. and 
allow for parking at the 
stadium or at any **W*' area on 
or around campus. 



Denham said that decals 
purchased last year and 
displayed through registration 
week wiU be honored. But, he 
warned, every car on campus 
must have some kind of 
university permit. 

**We can't really expect to 
see many more cars on campus 
than we did last year," 
Deo ham said. "We sold 
approximately 10,000 decals 
to sludenti last year and I 
don't think we had more than 
6500 to 7000 cars on campus 
at any one time.** 

Any student, including 
fteshmen living in campus 
dormitories, may have m 
automobile on campus. 

Denham also announced 
that all FSU traffic laws have 
been codified "in order that all 
trafRc procedures are strictly 
kgal from begiiming to end.** 
Denham said that this 
umversity is one of only several 
in the country to have the 
strictly constructed code. 

Denham said he will expect 
some people to complain, both 
about the legal code and the 
bus system, "but there will 
always be complaints." 

"I think the bus system will 
drain off a lot of the 
frustrations people feel trying 
to find a place to park.**

Florida State's basebaJI 
team, usually one of the 
South 's top clubs, will be 
starting from scratch just about 
everywhere except the pitching 
dBptftment in 1974. 

The Stoteoks have lost 
thicc quarters of their 1973 
starting infield, the entire 
outfield, top three catchen and 
four pitchers. 

While most coaches would 
be turning pale at such an 
outlook, Florida State Coach 
Jack Stallings is looking 
forward to the upconang 
challenge. 

**We are going to be young 
and inexperienced,** he said. 
"And it may take us a little 
while to get going, but there is 
no reason we cannot have a 
good baseball team; a team 
that meets the standard Florida 
State fans have come to 
expect. 

**We have most of our 
pitching staff back and last 
year's bench was a strong one 
that will provide a nucleus to 
work with. In addition, we feel 
we have had a good recruiting 
year and the young players 
coming in should be ready to 
help. 

**Of course we haven't 
gotten this group together yet 
so there ate a lot of lis.* The 
fall practice seasiooa and 
exhibitions will be very 
important to us.

The outlook is not as dark as 
it may at first seem. Stallings 
has five pitcheit bade wfaohtve 
considerable varsity 
experience. Among them are 
Terry Farmer (10-1 last year).

Wm Stulti wiB not be back 
as the Florid State win i Bii ni 
coach in 1973. 

That is a new ooe for the 
FSU athletic department. Ever 
since the schcx)l turned coed, 
Stults had been the 
mastermind of the Seminole 
swimmers. In that time, Stults 
compiled a fine record, only 
havi^ one lowig season. 

The new swimming team 
will be led into the 73-74 
season by Terry Carhsle. He is 
formerly from Florida and was 
an assistant coach at the 
powerful University of 
Tennessee before coming to 
Tallahassee. 

He is optimistic about the 
coming season, though many 
veteran players graduated from 
a team that just broke even in 
the win^ois oohmm during 
1973 

"Florida State's swimming 
program has a fine reputation," 
said Carlisle. "I have known 
Bim Stults for over 20 years 
and 1 hope to be able to pick 
up where he left off. Our aim is 
to make the Florida State 
program one of the best in the 
country. 

If past experience predicts 
anything, the addition of 
Carlisle to the Tribe athletic 
staff could produce a winner. 
At Tennessee, he consistently 
helped build teams of national 
caliber.

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and not scheduled back for 
fouf days. Both men left, 
surprised by the chicken wire 
trainiQ^ "age"* and wrestlhig 
boiitt ihey hid watched for 
onJy a short period of time. 

Later in the week, the 
original source - the tipster - 
told the Flambeau that a friend 
of his who had ieft the team 
was ready to talk, providing his 
identity was not revealed. An 
interview ''as held The 
ex-player said that he waj> not 
happy with the things that had 
been going on under Coach 
Jones* **new philosophy.** He 
said he knew of other players 
that had quit and still more 
who were on the verge of 
quitting. At issue was the 
ruggedness of the class, the 
(juestion as to whether it was 
mandatory for football players 
and thereby illegal by NCAA 
rules, and the status of the 
schofaurihipt of those who had 
quit. 

The initial newspaper story 
appeared Monday. Feb. 19. 
Tliroughout that day. Coach 
Jones said later, he was 
barraged with plione calls 
rccardint! the story. He denied 
any wrongdoing, saynig that 
**other reasons existed" for the 
16 pbyers leaving the team, 
and he chastized the Flambeau 
for 'listening to quitters and 
losers in the first place." 

In subsequent issues, the 
Flambeau published a number 
of follow-up stories, opinion 
columns, letters to the editor 
and editorials. One story 
quoted the interviewed source 
as sa>ing that "a lot of them 
(the players) really loved to see 
this thing get out in the open. 
They're just eating it up." 
Other stories reported areas of 
discontent away from the class, 
a tour of the pre-Spring 
activities given by Jones to a 
group of Flambeau reporters, 
and interviews with other 
players who had quit. 

Several stories appeared in 
the Flambeau, but few people 
seemed to pay attention. 
Ifnited Press International 
(LPI) put out a small article 
that found Us wav \o the back 
sports paees ot most state 
newspapers. The athletic 
department tor the most part 
ignored the charges. The 
students, perhaps numbed by 
the poor 1972 season, the 
stadium painting, and phms for 
a S750,000 addition to the 
fieldhouse, also appeared less 
than interested in the matter. 
Those that did take an 

interest, often did so in 
criticism of the Flambeau's 
stories. Tallahassee Democrat 
Sports Editor Bill .McC.rotha 
ran stories about the "rumors " 
tmNinding the program, but 
(hd not venture an opinion of 
his own until a Fhmbeau 
editorial calling for snppoft of 
the disgruntled plnyen was 
published. 

"This editorial is indicative 
ot the kind of lournalism that 
makes people ^Aa^\ of the 
ine^, and n^iaA so.'" 
MoGroIha said. **A good case 



couid be made, on tfie baitt of 
such, for ettabliihing anoCher 
right - My, Yfeedon FROM 
the pfMa.*^ MeGffOtha said that 
outni0M perpetrated by 
athletics against the student 
body listed in the editorial 
were "factually vulnerable", 
concluding, 'The Flambeau 
simply . . . has not done iti 
homework.** 

By the first days of Mvch, 
the ime aeemed dead. Players 
that were on the team last year 
were still off it this year, some 
of them still sayii^ Ihqr had 
been coaxed into signing 
releases of their scholarships, 
wrestling and agility drills still 
continued under the chicken 
wire, but nobody seemed to 
care. 

In May, however, the issue 
became an issue again. 
Reporter Fred Girard arrived in 
Tallahassee from St. 

Petersburg. He began 
c^stioning those who had first 



and wcood-liand knowMr ^ 
the football program*! 
litttatioB. He talked with 
players, both those who had 
quit and those who had suyed 
on, and with assistant coaches, 
with the Flambeau and with its 
sources. He spent three hours 
talking with Larry Jones. The 
results appeared in the St. 
Petersburg Times «id in several 
other newspapers around the 
itate on Sunday, June 10. 
According to the players 
irard talked with, complaints 
ntered on four main areas, 
slated in a summary 
s jmitted to President 
Marshall, the allegations were. 

1 . Jones' pre-Spring physical 
education class was mandatory, 
in violation of hCAA 
regulations. 

2. The unexpected 
rigorousness of the program 
caused severe deterioration of 
study habits and actually 
caused two students to flunk 



out. 

3. Sone players were forced 
to play with injuries because of 
laxity on the part of trainer 
Dick Milder; and some were 
forced to miss part or all of the 
pre-Spring program because of 
injuries and subsequently were 
dropped from thai tnun and 
their scholtfi^ps were 
gradated or eascelled. 

4. Scholarships were 
gndated or cancelled without a 
proper hearing, in violation of 
NCAA regulations. 

Marshall responded point by 
point. He siiid he had been 
assured by Athletic Director 
John Bridgers "that the 
off-season program was not in 
violation of NCAA regulations 
in any way.*' With regard to 
point two, Marshall said he had 
**no way** to judge whether the 
program was the cause of a 
deterioration of participants' 
study habits. Marshall 
defended the team trainer.

Within days of the Times 
ttory, nretident MacriiaU 
announced that, althou^ he 
had complete confidence m his 
head coach, he was requesting 
that the NCAA begin an 
investigation to clear the air. 
Knowledgeable sources liave 
told the Flambeau that KSU 
would've gotten its 
investigation whether Marshall 
asked for it or not. 

Internal mvettigation, led by 
Collins, is also currently at 
work. Results of the NCAA 
probe, which began in 
mid-June, are predicted to be 
released in the fall or early 
winter. The Collins 
investigation, which began in 
mid-summer, is less 
predictable. 

What effect will all this have 
on football at Rorida State 
University? At tli» point, that 
is the question of he hour. So 
much publicity has been given 
to the situation already that, 
even if the NCAA were to give 
FSU a clean bill of health, tans 
and supporters may still have 
the initial allegations in the 
backs of their minds. And, as 
most will readily admit, a 
college football team without 



the moral support of its 
students and the necessary 
financial help, is not ilie be&l 
thing a university can have. 

If the universay is found 
guihy of vioiiting NCAA 
regulations, mntttn coidd only 
be worse. In light of the feoent 
penalties leveled against the 
University of Oklahoma (by iU 
conference) and the University 
of Southwestern lA)uisiana (by 
the N( AA). It IS not likely that 
an errant FSU will be let off 

lightly. The NCAA doesn't 
seem to be in the 
forgive-and-forget mood. If it's 
probation, no one can say tor 
what length of time. And no 
one can speculate on the future 
of Jones and his assistants if 
the verdict is guilty. 

In either case, FSU football 
will, in all probability, not be 
the same for a long time.

Some of the 
most vehement attacks on 
elitism have been voiced by 
Students in two of the most 
prestigious fields of 
concentration at ftevard, 
social studies and Initory and 
literature.** 

*The imiMct of demands 
(for greater freedom and 
leeway) has often been greatest 
upon the children of 
upper-class and upper 
middleclass families who felt 
themselves pressured at home 
and 01 school to ever more 
precious performance. They 
had to compete with diligent 
strivers who depended on 
meritocratic selection for their 
chances to get ahead. Prevailing 
egalitarian sentiments made it 
difficult to reject the strivers as 
mere grinds, as might have 
been the case in an earlier day.

However, it was disdoaed that there 
have been certain kreguluities in the 
process by which scholanhips were 
forfeited by players. The daim was 
made by some of the players that they 
were forced to sign away their 
scholarships without going through 
standard procedures. 

**The proper paperwork was not 
being dcme and the correct people 
were not notified when a player 
terminated his athletic scholarship/' 
the source said. "Steps have been 
taken, however, to rectify the 
situation.** 

Meanwhile, the results of the NCAA 
investigation are not expected for 
several weeks. That study, instituted 
fdlowing published reports in the 
Flambeau and the St. Petersburg 
Times in which players voiced their 
general dissatisfaction with the 
football program, has generated more 
concern in the Athletic Department 
than has the Collins investigation. 

"The NCAA study is the one that 
would do any damage," said a source 
doae to the team. "They're the 
giving out penalties, not CoUins."

Under the reorganizatimi 
plan, said Marshall, the vice 
president of student affairs 
would take <m added roles, 
most notably m regard to 
academic counseling of 
studoits.

A terrarium is a practically 
stlf-contiined tco-fyttein. 
Some plant material decays, 

and the cartxMi dioidde 
produced is used by the plant 

in photosynthesis. Water also is 
recycled, absorbed by the 

plants frorri the soil and 
released in respiration and 
decay. Recycling is so 
cuinpieie that water needs to 
be added only every t our to six 
weeks. 

Tcrmiums appear fairly 
simple to make - ao 
asMirtment of plants and 

mosses inside a glass or plastic 
container - but much more is 
involved. 



**lt's not as easy as it looks 
to keep them aljve," said 
Wushaw. The soil and stones 
must be sterflized to eliminate 
mold and fimgus infections.'* 

He went on to say that some 
plants are incompatible with 
others because of different 
growth rates or water 
requirements. 

"Our terranums are 
incubated for fifteen days 
before they're sold," Warshaw 
said. "This is to insure that 
none of the plants are diseased 
and no bacteria or mold has 
infected the terrartem.** 

The Nature Factory also 
offen fresh cut flowers, bags, 
tapestries, hand-crafted 



clothing, potted plants and a 
special "custom terrarium 
service** - you bring in a 
container and tbeyll torn it 
into a captured envircHunent. 

Right next door to Tk§ 
Nature Factory is Tattahassee 
Lanie, a dress and ihirt diop 
owned and operated by 
Clarissa Gliksman, a former 
FSU student. Gliksman has 
been a Jack-of-all-trades since 
she decided to open a shop 
after returning from the 
Florence Program. She built 
tlie dress racks herself, manages 
the store and does aU her own 
alterations.

Peirce, in an interview yesterday, said the new ligliting project Campus Security suff workers a^eed that poor lighting 
was an idea originated before the latest wave of assaults. contrft^utes to the proMem of night i uniilts. Bot Jim Sewefl. 

Feiice said, "A project hlce this just talces time. There are many Director of Public Relatioiis, disagreed that iaad^tuate luting 

was the sole factor behind the attacks. 

"A study of violent crimes at FSU between May, 1971 and 
May, 1973 showed that there was n( i a significant association 
between poor lighting and violent vrimes." Sewell said "A 
combination of a lack of [people, a lack of lights and an individual 
travelling alone create the conditions that lead to an assault." 

Sewell and Peirce declared that ihey would slay with the 
project until actual construction starts. 

will keep pushing and pushing," Peirce said, 'it is not like 
going to the department store and picking up a new gadget . . . 
there are so many steps.** 

Yet in spite of the at tacts and the ktempts to fund adequate 
lighting, parts of the FSU campus, in^udi^ some major parkttig 
lots, will stay unlit for this year. 

According to one FSU Campus Security officer, the problem 
comes from a number of 20-yearK)ld incandescent street lights 
used on campus that throw off less light than the high-intensity 
vapor lights used by the City of Tallahassee. 

*Those old beancaps are no good,** an offictal explatned.

Deputy Press Secretary Geraid L. Warren said both meetings 
took place in Nixon*s hideaway office in the Executive Office 
Building next to the White House and were requested by the 
President. 

Assistant Attorney General Henry Peterson, in charge of the 
Justice Department's criminal division, also sat in on the 
Nixon-Richardson meeting which began at 8:30 a.m. EDT and 
lasted about an hour and a half, Warren said. That session was 
followed closely by a Nixon- Agnew meeting lasting 75 minutes.

IX^spite a barrage of questions by reporters. Warren repeatedly 
declined to discuss details of what took place at the meetings or 
why Nixon called them. 

Warren said Nixon summoned Richardson and Peterson *'to 
receive an assessment of the investigation under way concerning 
the Vice President."

**No one in the White House, contrary to rumors and leaks, has 
been pressing the Vice President to resign."

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McClellan strikes again 
with SG allocation cut 



Is Vice President Steve McCleUan following a "mastcrpUii" 
to strip Student Government of what little power it has 
tr^tiofialty had? 'That's pure mythotogy/* McClellan told the 
Rambeau last May. 

The occasion for our interview with him at that time was his 
removal of about 16 oifanizations, and their funds, from 
Student Government control. The selected oiiganizations were 
put under the new "Student Academic Programs" category. 
Funding for these ^oups, including music, art and similar 
organizations, now comes directly from McClellan. 

Students in Student Government and the Center for 
Participant Education set up a howl last spring, charging 
McClellan with conspiracy to destroy SG power by slowly 
eroding its fiscal base. "There's absolutely nothing in my mind 
I that involves) a kind of 'masterplan' to say that we take this 
now, we take that next year," McClellan retorted. 

Now, four short months later, McClellan has taken another 
group of organizations out from under Student Government 
funding, > dubbing them the new "Recreation Division" and 
placing them squarely under his own control. They include 
University Intramurals, Circus, Gymkana. He has also had 
himself appointed administrator of the entire Activities and 
Sen ices tees (see pies right), replacing the University Budget 
Coniiiullee. 

The A&S tee. a total of S34.50. is paid by each FSU student 
as part of lusher tuition. Last year. SG controlled (with 
administrative review) Sb.50 of each S34.50. This \ear. with 
.VIcC iellan's ''deletions." it will control only S3. 10. all that is 
left of the Activities and Organizations fund which is 
administered by SG. In order to finance his two new "student" 
divisions. McClellan has taken 40 cents per capita from the 
reserve fund, S3. 40 from SG and Si. 15 from the University 
Union. 

*T understand the power of the purse very well," McClellan 
said in Ma> . "With the power of the purse comes the abihty to 
be a powerful entity." 

We agree. With the power of the purse. McClellan is 
diminishing SG's power and increasing his own. And he is going 
to while claiming that each new power grab is the last.

All this talk of university reorganization can be Very 
confusing ai times. Despite its complexity, however, k is 
necessary to st u d> 1 1 carefully. | 

To listen to the president, one would thmk fhat 
reorguiization is in fact a grand students* rights m^nfent 
aimed at finally giving students more than token powe[r in 
the university. That, however, is far from the actual clase. 

For freshmen and hundreds of upperclassmen who have 
never studied the reorganization, it might be informa;tive 
to spell out at least one student's view of the changeoiver. 

Ver\ simplv . over the summer President Marshall; has 
restructured the entire universit). In essence, a h<>dge 
podge of colleges and schools wiihin the universit) has 
been lumped into seven more easily defined divisions, 
each with its own "provost.*' j 

The exact structure does not concern us here. Wh^ it is 
inqxMrtant, however, is what ttudents will gun by the 
transition While we can't say for suic, some thouglitt can 
be mulled over at this early date. 

The administration views the old structure as one wnidh 
in essence pitted the faculty "apmst" the administratjion, 
the result often being that the learner got screwed inj the 
process. That is not a naive vievk at all, for that is o^^len 
what hapf>ened. 

To answer that critictsm. then. Dr. Marshall jwes 
leorganiatioa as a vehide for giving the stodeiit a biL: ; 
rale in Ms educatkm. Spectfkaiy, the vice prcadenjt of 
student affairs would become, to me Dr. Manhjall's 
phrm, **student advocate** who would repicteat | the 
stu(knt in the administrative process. I 

The office of the VP f - student affairs is charged |i!h 
all academic counseling on campus as well as beirig a 
"consumer-onented service agency" for students. 

Unless there is much more to be unveiled concerning 
the student's role m the university, one can only riew 
reorganization so much rhetoric clothing a restroctvjiii^ 
of FSlTs divinom so as to raalee seme oat of dnos. lj%at 
is suspected here is that reorgaaizatioB is notj an 
inaovatiie effort to give students a rightfid say infthe 
goingHNiof the univcfiity. Reorganization should t^iore 
correctly be viewed as an attempt by the pieadest to |fuse 
various sectors of the university into a more easily 
managed institution. ! 

There is nothing inherently evil about such a m|i3vc. 
Most educators on campus vwiU admit that such a course is 
long overdue. But to clothe reorganization with the

Student Senate fall elections will be held 
under the old university organization, according 
to Student Government officials. 

With the new university reorganization 
ordered by FSU PMdent Stanley IteibaU, the 
College of ArU and Sciences has been broken 
up into new divisions including 
communkations, social sdencet and a anatter 
Arts and Sciences division. 

Under present Student Senate statutes, 
senators are elected by their schools and 
colleges, including the now defunct College of 
Arts and Sciences. Since the college has been 
broken up. Student Government President 
Charles Thompson was doubtful legislation 
could be wrttten before the scheduled senate 
elections. 

"The Senate oouM write the statates ktw.** 

Thompson said. **To ftvt the ptoom nam 
would take too hxig. [Vice President for 
Student Affairs Steve) McClellan has fifteen 
diys to look over any statute.** 



Filing for Student Senate seats is scheduled 
to bepn next Mondav. Assistant Elections 
Commissioner AJan Feldman remained 
doubtful about the future re-distncting of Arts 
and Sciences and the number of seats that wUl 
be aBowed in the new dhrisions. 

"I cannot take any responsibility for the 
Elections Commission, but 1 recogni/e the 
proMem,** Feldman said.

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Senate approves 
foriegn troop cut 

WASHINGTON I)et>mg President Nixon's foreign policy 
plans and strong IX'fense I>partment opposition, the Senate 
Wedne->ddy tentatively endorsed a 40 per cent cui in the 
half-miilion U.S. troops stationed in toreign lands. 

In a vote which surprised even its sponsor, the Senate 
approved 49 to 46 a troop<:ut amendment proposed by Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mamfteid to the pending $20.6 
billion defense procurement bill. 

It would require that 40 per cent-or about 200,000-of the 
approximately 500,000 forces sutioned overseas must be 
brought home in three equal annuil segroents to be completed 

by June ;^0. 1^)76. 

**l didn't think we had the votes," Mansfield confided to 
reporters. He had sponsored similar proposals for more than 
1 0 vears on[y to see them defeated and frequently by lopsided 
margins. 

The vote could be reversed later by the Senate as the 
amendment m^t be dropped or modified in later 
negotiations with the House. 

But Mansfield noted that the vote should be considered a 
signal to the Europeans and others dependent on military 

forces that they should face up to their own defense 
responsibilities. 

President Nixon has repeatedly pledged not to cut the 
approximately 300.000 troops in Europe at least until after 

negotiations with the Russians on mutual force reductions are 
completed. And the Defense Department has lobbied strongly 
against any troop cuts beyond the moderate ones already 
imposed on Korea and other countries in the Pacific area.

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Raws in the blueprint 



It IS [)r()bdhly too early to tell whether the new university 
re(H|-'jni/ati()n plan will be a success, a failure or something in 
between. Ihe mlonnation we have ab(jut the plan so tar is too 
scanty, arn! v^liat, exactly, it will involve in the way of new 
statl. expenditures and alterations in present practices is still 
unclear. Ultimate verdicts must be withheld until alter the new 
structure is in lull operation. 

But. based or faculty reactions during consideration of 
various plans last winter and our own knowledge of the final 
'•>tosen blueprint, we do have several initial reservations. 

• We cannot be too emphatic in our condemnation of the 
administration's failure to include a single student on the Ad 
Hoc ( ominiltee on Organization which drew up the plan. The 
1972 1-SU Selt-Study Committee pointed out that, 
"representation in the policy torniation and decision making, as 
It presently exists at 1 SU, appears to be inequitable and 
fragmented from the point of view of faculty and 
students.. Students, particularly, have the right to participate in 
decisions about their education." 

fills advice was ignored when the Organization Committee 
was (ornu'd last January. All tlie al ter-the-fact platitudes in the 
world alM)ut concern with students as an exploited minority will 
not cliange the fact that student input into the new structure 
uas ml. All the promises of ''improved student advocacy" 
through the vice president for student affairs will not change 
the tact that the most important advocates for students are 
students. Only through power over their own lives and 
education will students ever be able to fulfill their own needs. 

• Reorganization will further intlate an already inflated 
administration at I SU. .More money will go to hire more 
administrators who will need more assistants, secretaries etc. 
Vice President Steve Mc( lellan, as part of his expanded role, is 
already slated to get 'five or six' new positions in his office. The 
new "provosts" will undoubtedly receive similar assistants 
eventually and maybe before long their assistants will need 
assistants. 

As one faculty member put it last February, '1t is quite 
possibly the managerial structure, because of continuing lack of 
response to our needs, which requires revision." "The 
experience of FSU in recent years," CPH's Rick Johnson said in 
a report to the Organization Committee, "has been that 
efficiency, economy and autonomy are inversely proportional 
to the size of the central administrative staff." 



• The combination of certain colleges and university 
departments under various of the six new provost-led university 
divisions appears to be strangely arbitrary. The combination of 
Communications with Fine Art is one example of this. The 
lumping of the College of Law with Social Sciences and Social 
Work is another. 

Overall, we must admit it could have been woise. Arts and 
Sciences was largely preserved, in line with overwhelming 
faculty opinion. Nothing in the plan as we see it now will 
directly interfere with continuing interdisdplinaiy cooperatimi. 
But, as we indicated above, well wait and

U.S. headed for depression? 




Perhaps Pogo said it best: "We have met the enemy and 
ihey IS us." The enemy in this case is inflation, and we 
have no one lo blame tor it but ourselves. Americans have 
been spending themselves rich for the past 20 years and 
now It has come time to pay the piper. 

The question is, are we willing lo pay the pncc? Cm we 
continue to have ^the good iife** and still win the battle 
with infbtioa? Or are drastic steps necenuy "iiow** in 
order to prevent a fiiO scak depiesBon? 

To answer these questions, I have done a little research 
into the **new economies'* of Richard Nixon, liy 
conclusion is that Nixon*s economic policies have more to 
do with politics than anything else and that they are 
leading this country to ecofloraic <hsaster. Let me tiy and 
explain why. 

When the money supply of any nation grows faster 
than that nation's goods and services, the value of the 
dollar is bound to shrink. Who has the power to increase 
the money supply? The Federal Reserve System (Fed as it 
is usually called), which is mdependent of Congress ami 
the President. 

The Fed can increase the money supply by going into 
the open market and bujfing up assets, such as securities 
or bankers' acceptances from commercial banks. To pay 
for these assets the Fed simply writes a check against 
itself. It does this by crediting the amount of money 
against these assets to the commercial bank's account in 
the Federal Reserve Bank. 

The bank in turn can now start lending money or 
inakmg investments. By law, a bank cannot issue a loan 
without having one-sixth of the aiiioani ol that loan value 
in cash reserve at the Federal Reserve Bank. So for each 
dollar credited to its account by the Fed, the bank can 
lend S6. 

This all sounds very technical, but what makes it 
inflationary is not. If Joe tends Pat m<mey, there is no 
increase in the money supply. The money is simjrfy 
subtracted from Pat's account. When banks borrow^ 
however, the story is different. By issuing and selling 
government assets and securities, the Fed and the! 
commercial banking system multiply the amount of 
money in circulation. \ 
If the government raised taxes to cover this deficit in 
the money supply, or borrowed money from the public, i( 
would not be inflationary. But, as I have pointed out, this 
is not the case. Ergo, what we end up with is a lot of 
money with nothing to back it up. One wonders when the 
peo{4e of the country will begin realizing that tl^ 
emperor (the dollar) has no clothes. ^ 
Why, you may ask, would the Fed deliberately iuCTmsc 
the money supply in times of inflation? 

In 1965, the inflationary spending of the government in 
the Vietnam War began having its effect. The money 
supply accelerated to 6.6 per cent, as a consequence the 
tutional product also increased. Since this growth was at a 
tune of full employment, litde real growth in the national 
output was possibk. Most of the GNP pom came in tht 
form of rising prices. 

Realizing this, the Fed started slowmg down the money 
supply. The result was a stagnant national output, and 
continued higher prices. As a result, the Fed from 
1967-69 increased the money supply at a staggeriag rate 
of 7.6 per cent! 

This put us in the throes of an inflationary spiral which 
is still with us. Somethmg had to be done, so in 1969 the 
Fed took drastic steps and reduced the money supply 
growth rate u> a mere 0^ per cent. But, to the horror of 
the Fed and nearly everyone else, this reduction fiuled to 
stop inflation. For the first time, it begin to dawn on 
people that maybe inflatioa wis biner than us all. 

This is the point where President Nixon enters the 
scene. When the GNP expanded during the first half of 
1971 Nixon boasted Uiat the economy was expanding 
beyond all expectations, and there was to be no 
mandatory wage-price controls. What he failed to say was 
that most of the increase was due simply to rising prices. 

Another factor here was the appointment by Nixon of 
Arthur Bums, longtime fnend of the President's, as 
deimiBa of the Federal Reserve Board of Governor:. 
MxiMi, ibea^f fearing the political conicqaence of a

increased at a 6 per cent level which in turn helped to 
stimulate the GSP so that Nuon m Jul> of n\ could 
again boast thai the economy was expanding and inflation 
was slowing. 

One month liter the President had changed h > • ne 
Prices conunued to rise; unions continued to ^wt 
large wage increases, strikes paralyzed mdusirics. su^h 4> 
west coast shippmg. With the election less than a vea. 
away, Fixon gave in. Rather than go into all the 
detaih, suffice it to say that Nixon's 90 day freeze made 
FDR's new deal look like a trifle. 

Surprising? To whom, 1 wonder. At least not to one 
political wag who observed, "The effectiveness ot a 
pohiician vanes inveiady to commitment to pruicipk. " 
He knew Nixon. 

On the surface wage and pnce contri>ls seem k>gical. 
given our present rate of inflation. Nixon had hoped that 
it would permit higher rates of emplovment without the 
disastrous side effects of inflation. This type of Keynciun 
logic might even have worked, or at least helped the 
situation. But not the way Nixon used it. 

The whole idea behind controls, especially in terms of 
spiraling inflation, is to help curb the "expecution" of 
future inflation. In other words, for controls to he 
effective there must be some permanent adjustment - one 
that would be tough enou^ to put a lid on the pnce 
index for a long time to come must be enacted. 

Nixon's 90-day freeze, which he declared would "brojk 
the back of inflalu^n" did nothing of the kind. Instej i I . 
has had to resort to more and more controls (phases lu. 
three, and four) frantically trymg to plug the holes in oui 
leaking economy. 

What Nixon does not want to admit is that inflation has 
now reached the point where it is self peipciuam < 
Workers expect it, so they demand more wages. Bankers 
expect it, so they raise their interest rate. This brings 
higher prices, reduced demand, lower production, an J 
increased unemployment. It's a truly vicious circle that 
appears to have no end. 

The primary reason, of course, that Nixon is unwilling 
to take the drastic steps necessary to slow mtlalion is thai, 
for pohlical reasons, they are unacceptable. Ex-Treasuiv 
Secretary John M. Conally phrased it this wa\. In 
announcing the President's wage-price freeze, Coiinaii> 
said it irauld reflect decisions taken because the nation 
had **an unaccepuMe level of unemployment, an 
unacceptable rate of inflation, etc." 

Unacceptable, in the Nixon phraseology, merely means 
**politically dangerous." 

So where does all this bring us? It should be evident by 
now that Nixon ha - v - in t|ie long-time Republican 
credo of monetary icsuaini. Inflation has made Nixon a 
believer, and also an economic interventionist. 

Also it seems Nixon has given up on his friend Burns, 
probably because he has shown a reluctance to go along 
with Nixon recently. Instead he has relied on fiscal poiic> 
as a means to increase spending. Consequently we have 
had tax cuts, excise taxes, added personal income tax 
exemptkMis, surcharges on imporU, and the devaluation of 
the doflar. This new fiscal poBcy could aptly be called 
**how to stump the Democrats" for want of a betur 
phrase. First the wage-price control took a b^ issue away 
from the Democrats, who have long advocated it. Second, 
the added tax exemptions made a big hit with the middle 
class; excise taxes and surcharges on imports were popular 
with manufacturers, especially the auto industry, and the 
devaluation of the dollar helped us compete overseas. 

But wittt abovt inflatioa? The only significant thing 
Nixon has doae is to leduce national spending. (Not. 
however, in defense, whkh is the moat mtlatkMiary 
liieading of aO.) Ilrii it oMously not enough. Nixoo s 
game pbn to increase spending will only make ii^tion 
worse. While it helped him win an election, it could 
shortly bring the country a depression. For just like the 
man who continually stuffs himself with f(X)d, somethin;: 
has to burst. What we need now is firm government action 
on all fronts. The price will be high For a while there 
would probably be stnkes. violence, and general turrnoii 
Ihrt I baHsie tt is the price we are going to have to pay. 
Iline ii no eMy or iMMMiMe way out.

TALLAHASSEE. FU.-Thc 
Itfy wtiiority of die State to 
let priioiiers voluiiteer as 
guinea pigi for drug 

experiments was questioned in 
an audit Thursday which also 
scored sloppy bookkeeping, 
purchasing and fiscal practices 
in the prison system. 

Health and RehabiHtative 
Services Secretary O, J. Keller, 
whose department mcludes the 
prisoDs, said some practices 
criticized by Auditor General 
Ernest Ellison were justified. 

Ellison said KeUer ought to 
seek a legd opinion on the 
experimental program 
underway at prisons with 
pharmaceutical firms paying 
state personnel and mmates to 
lest products. 

Keller already has his staff 
reviewing the program, which 
has been severdy limited in the 
past year, with tests confined 
to drugs and products that 
would benefit the persons 
txing tested. 
The 85-page audit also said: 
Apalachee Prison gave a 
picnic for employes and their 
families that cost the state 
$292.63 for the 381 persons 
attendmg. KeUer said this has 
been an annual practice to help 
personnel morale and has the 
approval of the cabinet 

—Two guards, each in a 
separate state vehicle, were 
sent to the Grand Prix Race in 
Scbring to transport persons 
arrested at the race to the 
Highlands County Jail. The 
county paid for the costs, but 
Ellison said one vehicle would 
have sufficed. 

-A S690 wingchair for state 
corrections ifoector Louie 
Wain Wright was bought 
without evidence of bids or 
justification for buying it 
rather than a less expensive 
one. 

-A road prison official, 
whose headquarters was 
Tall a h ass ee , kept his personal 
residencein Orange City 237 
miles away and billed the sute 
for weekend trips home with 
no official purpose shown. 

The Medical Center at 
Ijke Butler bought surgical 
instruments far in excess of 
recommended needs and S959 
worth of glass prescription 
bottles which it later found it 
could not «M.

In France, some 370 foreign 
workers at the Boukgne-BiUan- 
court plant walked an 
assembly line creating 
stoppages that led to the loss 
of more than 30,000 cars. 

At the Ford plant in 
Cologne West Germany, 

Turkish workers went on strike 
because 300 of their number 
were dismissed for being late in 
returning to work after their 
annual four weeks vacation. 

But whatever the outward 
cause, wages, hours, status, the 
real cause is declared to be the 
assembly line. 

A commission of the 
European Common Market in 
Brussels proposed after a study 
that assembly line operations 
be abolished "because il causes 
serious psychological damage' 
to workers.
